Engineers assume 
that o n l y one downtown 
street may be closed at a 
time during the bridge con­ 
struction so that traffic flow 
can be maintained. 


2. A minimum of two tempo­ 
rary tracks to handle train traf­ 
fic is expected. Suggested loca­ 
tion for the temporary tracks or 
“ runaround’’ is to the north side 
of existing tracks, partially on 
the railroad right-of-way a n d 
partially 
on 
Northwest High­ 
way. 


THIS TEMPORARY reduction 
of usable lanes on the highway 
was not discussed by Consoer, 
Townsend with the state.

a motion that would have re­ 
quired shifting one of the four- 
story apartm ent buildings from 
the northeast corner of the de­ 
velopment. 


CHANGING OF' the building’s 
location had been urged by com­ 
mission m em ber Thomas Han- j 
num, who said the location of 
the structure was “ unfair to sin­ 
gle-family owners who face it.” j 
Its location was earnestly de­ 
fended by Bernstein architect 
Gerald Brim , of 
Footlik-Rose 
Associates. Morton

complex. 


A motion by Charles Catlin 
to approve the Bernstein com­ 
plex with the disputed building 
placed farther within the de­ 
velopment received a turn-down 
3-3 vote.

The District 214 school board 
is expected to adopt an increas­ 
ed tax levy 
for 
the 
1966-67 
fiscal year at its Sept. 13 meet­ 
ing. 
Preliminary estimates call for 
a 5 to IO cents increase in the 
1964-65 rate of $1,718 per $100 
assessed valuation. 
Frank Coleman, District 214 
business manager, said increas­ 
es are expected in the educa­ 
tion, transportation, and Illinois 
Municipal Retirement Fund. 
In addition, the school board 
might levy a small amount for 
the safety code fund. 
THE ADMINISTRATION had 
originally proposed raising the 
education rate 
from 
$1.17 
to 
$1.22, but was asked to recon­ 
sider at the last school board 
meeting. 
School 
board 
member 
Hal 
Armstrong asked that the raise 
be limited to two or three cents. 
The administration's tentative 
proposal based on the $1.22 rate 
in the education fund produced 
$6,126,840 in tax income for 1966. 
Adding other sources of income, 
the district then 
would 
have 
$7.78 million available 
in 
its 
education fund in 1966-67. 


The tentative proposal showed 
a cash balance of $568,840. 
A 5-to-10 cent increase in the 
over-all tax rate would mean a 
$5 to $10 increase for a home 
assessed 
at 
$10,000 
(approxi­ 
mately $25,000 market value). 


COLEMAN SAID THE major 
reason for the proposed educa­ 
tion fund increase results from 
anticipated additional expenses 
when the 
district 
opens 
Elk 
Grove High School in 1966. 
When 
District 214 received 
permission to raise its educa­ 
tion tax rate last year, the ad­ 
ministration promised to limit 
the initial boost to a maximum 
of five cents. 
Supt. H. L. Slichenmyer per- 
fers to keep the annual increase 
on an even level for the next 
few years. If the school board 
limits the educational tax boost 
to three cents this year, he 
believes it will have to raise 
the rate seven cents the next 
year. 
A two to three cent increase 
is anticipated in the transpor­ 
tation fund because growing en­ 
rollments have created more 


demands for service.

You have talents—you would 
not have survived on a job until 
retirement age unless you did 
have. 
Somebody somewhere 
—even if it is in the hills of 
Dakota—can use you. But if you 
have talents your lifetime career 
did not need—if you like figures 


and your job required that you 
tend an assembly line; if you 
liked mechanics and your job 
required that you sell draperies 
somebody somewhere can use 
you. 
A classic case of what retire­ 
ment is and is not, and what must 
be done with it, is a man who is 
unknown outside his small circle 
of friends. His name is Eugene 
' R. Gray. 
“I was loaded for retirement,1” 
he says. “I saw it coming fifteen 
years before I reached 65, and 
with the instinct of a squirrel 
began gathering nuts. 
“I switched, my insurance poli­ 
cies to annuities that w’ould start 
paying off at 65. I saved every. 
; thing Mom and I could scratch 
! from the budget. 
“We weren’t going to be poor 
folks.” 
And they weren’t. When he 
went into retirement from his 
thirty-eight years in the oil busi­ 
ness he had a pension, Social 
Security, the annuities and sav­ 
ings. He and his wife fondled 
their little strongbox of trea­ 
sures and felt rich indeed.

Junior College Awaits 
Ruling on Financial Aid 


Interpretation of the new jun­ 
ior college bill remains clouded 
on 
whether a junior college 
must be actually holding classes 
before becoming eligible for 75 
per cent state and federal con­ 
struction funds. 
District 301 now faces a basic 
decision in planning for classes 
in temporary quarters in Sep­ 
tember, 1966, or continuing its 
plans to open in a new plant 
in September, 1967. 
The law will be interpreted by 
the newly-appointed state junior 
college board which is to meet 
Labor Day. Because of the holi­ 
day, the board chairman was 
reported that it might take sev­ 
eral meetings before the board 
was ready to set criteria for 
junior college operation in Illi­ 
nois. 
BOARD 
ATTORNEY Frank 
Hines said most opinions did 
not agree that college operation 
was a prerequisite for building 
construction aid. Both Lyman 
Glenny, executive director of 
the state Board of Higher Edu­ 
cation, and Rep. Eugenia Chap­ 
man, who sponsored the junior 
college bill. stated this was not 
the intent of the law. Aim of the 
law is to help establish new 
community college districts and 
to enlarge existing junior col­ 
leges. Hines reported. 
Most opinions supporting the 
“ in 
operation” 
interpretation 


came from community or junior 
colleges now in operation, Hines 
noted. 
The college board previously 
had 
discussed 
tax rates 
at 
length. The maximum rate is 
15 cents 
per 
$100 
valuation, 
with ll cents for educational 
purposes and 4 cents for build­ 
ing and maintenance. This rate 
compares with tax rates of ap- 
i proximately $2 per $100 valua­ 
tion for area elementary and 
secondary schools. 
The board members had pre­ 
viously said they would support 
an average total tax rate of ll 
cents per 
$100. 
Some 
board 
i members felt the rate should be 
j less, while others felt the col­ 
lege should tax the maximum 
! for a “cushion” in its first tax­ 
ing year. If the board had to 
open classes in temporary quar- 
j ters in September, 
1966, the 
maximum rate probably would 
be used. 
In seeking advice from other 
colleges which had faced sim­ 
ilar problems, board secretary 
Mrs. Jessalyn Nicklas said that 
all other schools 
had 
started 
operations as soon as possible, 
most in temporary, rented or 
donated buildings. All of the 
schools contacted recommended 
a maximum tax rate from the 
beginning, she said. 


Mrs. Nicklas, Board President 
John 
Haas 
and 
Richard 
L. 
Johnson had said at the last 
meeting that public support for 
a bond referendum — even for 
only 25 per cent of the total 
cost — might be lost if the 
maximum rate were used when 
the college was not in operation. 
With the 75 per cent state and 
federal grants, the total bond 
issue of an estimated $7.5 mil­ 
lion would require less than $2 
million in locally financed bonds. 
This would produce a tax rate 
of about 2 cents per $100 valu­ 
ation because of the four-town­ 
ship area of the college district.

contract 
with the Cook County School 
Bus Co., 3040 S. Busse Road, 
Arlington Heights, has been ap­ 
proved by the High School Dis­ 
trict 214 board of education. 
The company rents 30 older 
buses to the district for $21 per 
day per bus and 33 new buses 
for $30 per day per bus.

Draft Dodgers Face 
Immediate Induction 


The local chapter of the na­ 
tional Pearl H arbor 
Survivors 
Association, Inc., (PHSA) will 
m eet in Joliet Sept. 12 to elect 
officers—the first step in the re­ 
organization of the chapter. 
“ We are one of few organiza­ 
tions where all branches of the 
arm ed forces are welcome,” ex­ 
plained Elm er H. Boehm of Buf- \ 
fa b Grove, m em bership chair­ 
m an for the local chapter, which 
serves the northern part of Illi­ 
nois. 
PHSA. explained Boehm, is 
open to all m em bers of the arm-1 
ed forces who served on the 
island of Oahu, or three miles 
off shore at the time of the 
attack on Pearl H arbor Dec. 7,1 
1941. 
NEARLY A dozen men from 
this area are mem bers of the 
association now. said Boehm, 
and the num ber of men eligible 
for the northern district chapter 
could amount to 150-300. 
PHSA was founded in 1958 in 
California by a group of the s u r-1 
vivors with the help of a local 
newspaper. 
Since 
that 
time 
m ore than 30 states have or­ 
ganized chapters, and the m em ­ 
bership is growing constantly. 
Much of the growth of PHSA 
has been experienced in the past 
two years, but Boehm was un­ 
able to offer an explanation for 
it. 
Boehm said it would be hard j 
to break down the num ber of 
service men who could be m em ­ 
bers because at the time of the 
attack Pearl 
Harbor 
was the 
center of all m ilitary activity iii 
the Pacific. 
A MEMBER OF the engineer­ 
ing section of the USS Curtiss. 
a sea plane tender, when the 
Japanese attack was launched 
against Pearl 
Harbor. 
Boehm I 
said the national office of the 
association has a listing of the 
various units and as m any m em ­ 
bers of the units listed as are 
known.

by a second hit on the boat deck quarters in Jefferson City, Mo.

A MEMORIAL service is held 
each year by the chapters on 
Dec. 7 and work is being started 
to m ake the day one of a nation­ 
al m em orial service.

This check will be 
for the difference between the 
new and old benefit rates for 
January through August. 


THERE IS NO need for any­ 
one to come into the district 
office in order to get his bene­ 
fits increased. This will be done 
autom atically. 
The minimum rate for work­ 
ers who start getting benefits 
when they are 65 or older was 
increased from S40 
to 
$44 
a 
month. The m axim um monthly 
paym ent for those now getting 
benefits 
was 
increased 
from 
S127 to $135.90. 
Since the minimum increase 
was $4 a month, those people 
whose benefit was between 340 
and $56 a month actually are 
getting m ore than a seven per 
cent increase. Those now getting 
benefits of $57 or more a month 
will receive a seven per cent 
increase. 
A WORKER WHO now gets 
S60 a month will get S64.20; one 
who now receives $75 will get 
$80.30: a person receiving $100 
will have a new rate of $107, 
and a person now getting $120 
will get $128.40 each month. 
Fam ily groups now get m ax­ 
imum benefits between $60 and 
$254 a month depending on the 
w orker’s rate. Under the new 
law, families will receive m ax­ 
imum benefits between $66 and 
$309.20. 
The wage base on which social 
security taxes are paid and on 
which benefits are figured will 
increase to $6,600 in 1966. 
The changes m ade in the law 
will perm it workers who retire 
in the future with average earn ­ 
ings of $550 a month (equiva­ 
lent to $6,600 a year) to get 
$168 a month, but this amount 
will not be payable for some 
years. 
AS THE WORKER’S rate in­ 
creases because 
of

$6,600 wage base, so the m ax­ 
imum am ount 
payable 
to

family will increase to as much 
as $368 a month. 
Another 
change 
m ade 
pro­ 
vides for the autom atic refig­ 
uring of a w orker’s benefit if 
he works after he has become 
eligible for benefits and has ad­ 
ditional covered earnings which 
m ay increase his benefit. 


It will no longer be necessary 
for a worker to file an applica­ 
tion to have his benefit refig­ 
ured. Each year, after earnings 
are posted to a person’s record, 
it will be checked. If, with the 
additional earnings, the benefit 
can be increased, this will be 
done 
autom atically, 
effective 
with January of the year after 
the am ounts were earned. 


HOWEVER, BECAUSE of the 
necessary tim e lag in posting 
item s to a 
person's earnings 
record, the actual refiguring of 
the benefit will not take place 
until several months after the 
end of the year; any increased 
benefit am ount, though, will be 
payable retroactively to Jan u ­ 
ary.

study of American history 
impresses upon us the fact 
! that our ancestors lived a life of 
challenge. 
This 
great 
United 
States was carved from wilder­ 
ness 
and the earliest 
settlers

If you have a poor lawn, the 
first decision to make is de­ 
ciding on renovation or reinstal­ 
lation.

3. Double-sessions are unac­ 
ceptable from an educational 
standpoint and can be avoided. 
Argumants to the effect that 
“some voters might rationalize 
a no vote on

building 
referendums if mobile classes 
are substituted for double shift­ 
ing” do not hold water in light 
of “ before-and-after” 
experi­ 
ence other districts have 
had 
with mobile classrooms in rela­ 
tion to referendums. 
We would like to emphasize 
that we think the District 25 
board was very concerned with 
the problem and very coopera­ 
tive. The thing that shocked our 
delegation was that this was the

Starting School Can 
Be Fun for Child 


The first day of school can be 
quite 
an 
experience 
for 
the 
child — and for the mother. 
The casework staff of the Fam ­ 
ily Service Association of Du- 
Page County, 444 Main St., Glen 
Ellyn, has come up with some 
tips to help the mothers get 
their pre-schoolers launched in­ 
to the whirl of education with­ 
out 
too 
much 
grinding 
of 
nerves. 
“ The f i r s t experience 
at 
school, away from home with 
new' children and new adults, 
can be exiting and fun for the 
youngster if the parents use a 
positive approach,” said Mrs. 
Margery Whitcomb of the FSA 
staff. “When you talk to him, 
accent the positive—that this is 
a happy, important part of his 
life now.” 
Frances Barry added, “As­ 
sure him that he is not expect­ 
ed to know how to do every­ 
thing before he goes to school. 
He is going to learn how. This 
Is the first time mother's work 
for five years will be judged by 
an outside authoritative person, 
the teacher. She must not let 
her anxiety or tension flow over 
to the child.” 
MISS BARRY added that the 
teachers are not judging the 
mother through 
the child 
as 
much as she often thinks they ( 
are. 
The caseworkers agreed that 
it is most important that the I 
child knows what the mother 
will be doing while he is in 
school. 
Don Yohe, a staff caseworker 
who also conducts the agency’s 
family life education programs, 
suggested, “Let your youngster 
talk about his fears and be | 
sympathetic. He 
may 
go 
to 
school the first day, then refuse 
to return. 
“ When he gets these second 
or third day blues, the parents 
must be firm without anger. In 


a friendly way, let him know 
that he is going to school just 
as Daddy has to go to work.” 
SOME TIME should be spent 
outlining to the child what will 
be 
happening 
in 
school, 
the 
caseworkers advised. Help him 
understand what he will be ex­ 
pected to do. This removes the 
confusion and uncertainty that 
is normal in a new venture, 
they explained. 
“ I think most parents know,” 
said Mrs. 
Anne 
Ross, 
“that 
many of the things a child 
needs to know cannot be taught 
the 
week 
before 
he 
enters 
school. These are the disciplines 
that shocld have been started 
years before. The teacher can­ 
not work a miracle on the child 
who has never learned to obey 
at home.” 
“The ‘works of art’ that your 
child brings home from school 
should find a place of promi­ 
nence in your home,” advised 
Juanita Thorn. “ Because they 
can be so 
important 
to 
the 
youngster, they should be im­ 
portant to the parents.” 


THOSE

Baking Bread Is Weekly Habit of This Cook 


H A N D SO M E L O A V E S of homemade bread and delicious Oat­ 
meal Ice Box Cookies help keep the David J. Quill family well 
fed and happy. Mrs. Quill has baked bread weekly for years 
with a tried and true recipe, and her nourishing oatmeal 
cookies have long been a family favorite.

WHITE BREAD 


s 4 cup dry milk 
2 cups boiling water 
1/3 cup sugar 
2 teaspoons salt 
4 cup vegetable shortening 
1 cup warm tap water 
2 packages dry yeast 
I teaspoon sugar 
4 cup lukewarm water 
8 to 9 cups flour 
Add the boiling water to the dry milk and stir until dis­ 
solved. White hot add the sugar, salt and shortening. Stir un­ 
til dissolved. Let cool, stirring occasionally. 
Then add the 
warm tap water. 
While this is cooling, dissolve the yeast and one teaspoon 
sugar in lukewarm water. The yeast will rise while the other 
ingredients are cooling. When liquid ingredients are at room 
temperature, add yeast. 
Then add the flour, two cups at a time. 
Stir thoroughly 
after four cups are added and until the ingredients are well 
mixed. 
Add about two more cups flour and stir well. Turn out on 
floured pastry cloth and knead in about two or three cups more 
flour until dough is smooth and satiny and not sticky. 
Place in greased bowl and cover with a warm damp cloth. 
Let rise until double, about 1 4 to 2 hours. Punch down and let 
rise again until double, about one hour. 
Roll out dough to about I to 14-inch thickness. Cut into 
fourths. 
Knead each piece towards the center and form into 
a loaf. Place in greased bread pans and let rise again. 
Bake at 425 degrees for IO minutes. Reduce heat to 375 de­ 
grees and bake another 15 minutes or until golden brown. 
To make cinnamon rolls, roll out dough to about one-half­ 
inch thickness. 
Spread with butter. 
Sprinkle with cinnamon 
and sugar and raisins. Roll up. slice and bake in greased muf­ 
fin tins. Have in the bottom of each muffin cup 4 teaspoon 
brown sugar and 4 teaspoon butter or margarine. 
Bake muffins about 15 minutes at 375 degrees. 


OATMEAL ICE BOX COOKIES 


I cup shortening ' Spry or Crisco) 
I cup white sugar 
1 cup brown sugar 
2 eggs 
1 4 cups all-purpose flour 
I teaspoon soda 
I teaspoon salt 
I teaspoon vanilla 
3 cups Quick-cooking oats 
4 cup chopped nuts 
Cream shortening and sugars. Add eggs one at a time and 
beat well after each addition. Add dry ingredients (not sifted), 
then vanilla and lastly oameal and nuts. 
Shape into rolls and place in refrigerator overnight. Dough 
will also freeze nicely. Slice and bake 8 to IO minutes at 400 
degrees. Makes 5 to 6 dozen.

Facts Are Always 
Better Than Rumors 


Often police and village officials who 
fear making public records available to 
newspapers are “stung” instead by their 
secretive policies. 
A recent example is provided in Ad­ 
dison. Procedures in that village made 
it difficult, to say the least, for reporters 
to get police news on a consistent basis. 
Consequently, when a prominent devel­ 
oper wras charged with battery last June, 
it escaped public attention. 
However, such matters inevitably 
come to the surface. When this one did, 
the natural reaction of the public was to 
suspect the police department of “cover­ 
ing up” the case because of the promi­ 
nence of the person accased. The police 
department appears to be right in deny­ 


ing this but many have not been con­ 
vinced. Thus a case that would have been 
covered with a few paragraphs and for­ 
gotten if handled as part of the normal 
flow of news, has become something of a 
cause celebre. 


The straight facts are always more 
helpful to everyone concerned than 
stories produced by the spread of rum­ 
ors. This is why we print the news as it 
happens, even if some of it is unpleasant. 


Addison officials have now decided 
to make police news available to report­ 
ers on a businesslike basis. This policy 
will produce better results for everyone 
concerned — the police, the press and 
even those involved with the law.

First choice of most people 
for a trip abroad would be to 
a country with a culture sim­ 
ilar to that with which they 
are familiar. 
So it would seem from the 
responses of about 20 north­ 
west suburbanites picked at 
random out of the telephone 
book. (Since the survey was 
made on a weekday when 
most men are at work, all but 
one of those answering were 
housewives.) 


RATHER than the strange, 
remote and exotic, they ex­ 
pressed a primary interest in 
examining their culture and 
ethnic origins. 
For one or another of the 
European countries was near­ 
ly the unanimous choice. 
Even those most interested 
in just absorbing the scenery 
of other na­ 
tions s t i l l 
picked Euro­ 
pean c o u n- 
tries as their 
first choice. 
Furt h e r , 
all but one of 
those w h o 
had 
already 


e d w a r d s 
visited a Eu­ 
ropean 
country 
said 
they 
would return to the same 


country as their first choice 
for another trip abroad. 


Asked also if they thought 
the 
United 
States 
govern­ 
ment’s ban on travel to Red 
China, Cuba, Albania, North 
Korea and North Viet Nam 
should be continued, about 
two-thirds 
of 
those 
inter­ 
viewed felt that it should be. 
The remainder thought people 
should be allowed to travel 
where they want. 


France, Italy and Germany 
were most frequently named 
as the preferred destination 
for a 
trip 
abroad. 
Others 
drawing votes were Switzer­ 
land, Norway, Greece, Eng­ 
land and Sweden. 


Ethnic origin was the most 
frequent explanation given by 
the 
interviewees 
for 
their 
choices. Many wanted to see 
where their forebears came 
from, and some had relatives 
in foreign lands. 


INTERESTS IN history and 
archeology were other reasons 
given. 


For those interested in scen­ 
ery, the mountains of Switzer­ 
land and Norway were the 
attractions. 
The major exception was 


the choice of South America 
by one individual who ex­ 
pressed an interest in the pol­ 
itics and emerging govern­ 
mental systems of L a t i n 
American countries. 


Japan was the choice of one 
whose son is soon due to be 
stationed there. 


Another 
said 
she 
would 
rather “see the United States 
first.” 


Only other exception was 
one individual who singled 
out a city, Paris, as the place 
she would most like to visit. 
She had no particular reason 
for her choice, she said. 


SEVERAL HAD NO definite 
reasons for their choice, only 
that they would like to visit 
there. 


And practically none had 
definite opinions on the travel 
ban to some Communist coun­ 
tries. Some were evidently 
unaware 
that 
people 
from 
those countries are also for­ 
bidden by the U. S. govern­ 
ment to visit here. 


Several who favored the ban 
explained 
that 
they 
didn’t 
think there should be any aid 
to the economy of those na­ 
tions, and tourist trade would 
constitute some aid. 


Other reasons for the ban 
were that it would be risky 
for U. S. citizens to travel in 
those countries, and that the 
U.S. couldn’t take any re­ 
sponsibility for their safety 
there. That we are at war 
with North Viet Nam was 
cited by only one. 


But many thought the ban 
should be removed, that peo­ 
ple should be allowed to go 
where they desire and assume 
their own risks. “It should be 
entirely up to them. They’re 
on their own,” one said. 


ONLY ONE, however, ex­ 
pressed any personal desire 
to go to Red China or other 
such places. He was William 
Marsh of Buffalo Grove, the 
only male reached in the 
survey. 


Our country’s leaders fear, 
Marsh said, that if travel is 
allowed 
to 
these 
countries 
they will find out that there 
really 
aren’t any essential 
differences 
between 
people 
here and there. “They all have 
the same goals, a family, 
home, etc.” 


There would be much more

PalCee has been formed by establish­ 
ed citizens of Palatine Township togeth­ 
er with representatives of the several- 
hunared Spanish-speaking persons who 
have decided to put their roots down in 
the township. PalCee’s goal is to help the 
newcomers become an integral part of 
the community. 
Teaching English is a foremost proj­ 
ect of PalCee. Children must know Eng­ 
lish in order to attend schools on an 
equal basis. Fathers must know English 
to qualify themselves for better jobs. 
Other important services are driver 


training, health education, and clarify­ 
ing the sometimes confusing govern­ 
mental and legal phraseology everyone 
encounters. 
Volunteers are needed for English- 
language classes. Knowledge of Spanish 
is not necessary. Help is also needed to 
staff the newly opened office at the Pala­ 
tine town hall, which is open from 9 to 4 
Mondays through Fridays, and 9 to noon 
on Saturdays. 
We hope the call for volunteers to 
aid this community effort will be heed­ 
ed. It also seems some assistance to 
PalCee from the many government pro­ 
grams in this field would be money well 
spent. The grass roots nature of the 
PalCee effort gives it bright chances for 
success.

All four questions received 
overwhelming “yes” votes. 
Many observers attributed 
this result to stupidity or per­ 
versity of the electorate.

W. Rostow, Margaret Mead, 
and Norbert Wiener. 
If the future of the Salz­ 
burg Seminar is hall as mer­ 
itorious as its past, it should 
continue to serve with dis­ 
tinction the cause both of 
American ideals and of uni­ 
versal brotherhood.
